Hater  Sup-ply, 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  supply  cf  water  during  the  year.  The  supply 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Cows hods  and  Dairies. 

The  Cowsheds  and  dairies  have  been  inspected  as  frequently  as  possible 
during  the  year.  The  majority  of  the  buildings  are  good  and  methods  of 
nillc  production  tend  to  improve.  There  has  been  no  instance  of  disease 
attributed  to  milk  during  the  year. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  has  been  no  extensions  cf  &  ewers  during  the  year.  Severing  is 
required  in  Rrkendale,  Brearton,  Burton  Leonard,  Coneythorpc,  Kettlesing, 
Scotton  and  Stainley,  Extension  of  sewage  disposal  works  were  made  at 
Coneythorpe  aid  Heaps  thvra.it  e. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging  is  in  operation  in  six  Parishes,  ahcl  it  is  necessary  in  tlie 
ro.iaining  Parishes.  Provision  for  scavenging  the  whole  of  the  area  is 
being  considered. 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  etc. 

There  are  16  of  these  on  the  Register  and  they  are  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 


EASTERN  DWISIOIT. 


Water  Supply. 

Nearly  the  whole  Eastern  Division  lias  a  supply  cf  water  from  the  boreholes 
at  liar t on-cur>-Gr af t on .  This  is  satisfactory/-  in  quality  and  quantity,  mi 
extension  of  the  supply  to  the  Pomaiiiing  Parishes  is  very  necessary/-  and  a 
scheme  is  before  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  meet  this  need. 

Govs  hods  and  Dairies. 

The  condition  cf  the  cowsheds  on  the  whole  is  very*  satisfactory*  and 
improving,  but  that  of  a  small  number  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  drainage  or  sewerage  during  the  year,  but 
this  is  very  much  needed  in  numerous  Parishes. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Complete  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  Boroughbridge  and  Roeoliff o.  Monthly 
colleetions  are  made  of  salvage  in  the  ether  Parishes.  Provision  for 
scavenging  the  whole  of  the  area  is  being  made.

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Diseases. 


There  were  138  cases  of  Measles  principally  in.  the  early  aontlis 
cf  the  year;  18  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  14  of  Rhooping  Cough; 

2  of  Diphtheria;  2  of  Ccrobro  Spinal  Fever;  2  of  rheum on ia;  and 
none  of  Pucker al  Pyrexia. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation  lias  "been  carried  out  in  the  whole  District. 

A  very  high  percentage  of  the  children  has  been  done. 

There  were  tva  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year.  Doth 
these  were  in  children  who  had  not  been  immunised.  All  the  children 
who  had  been  in  contact  (all  irxiunised)  escaped  the  disease.  One 
cf  the  children  died. 

Tuberculosis. 

There  were  15  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  3  °f  other  forms. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  was  4  and  of  other 
Tuberculous  diseases  was  3*
